london. Jun e I.— Captain Robert A. 
Bartlett has sent to the British govern­ 
ment from S t Michael’s in Alaska, de­ 
tails of the loss of his ship, the Kar- 
luk, in Arctic ice and of his own soli­ 
tary journey over 500 miles of ice to 
get help for his endangered compan­ 
ions. 
Not a man of the Stefansson expedi­ 
tion of twenty-four was killed or in­ 
jured when the ice closed on the Kar- 
luk on Jan. 16 last, near Herald island, 
northeast of Siberia. 
Captain B art­ 
lett's companions art* safe on W rangell 
island. 
They are well provisioned, 
have firewood and are in territory 
where game abounds. 
Vilhjalm ur Stefansson is not in the 
party, having left bis ship on Sept. IO, 
a few days before restless ice and 
winds shifted her into the unknown 
north. 
Among those waiting for relief 
on W rangell island is Dr. Henri Beau- 
chat. a celebrated French scientist and 
an authority on the Eskimos. 
There 
are five Eskim os in the party. 
Sup­ 
plies cannot reach them until late in 
June or twirly in August, but they may 
under the guidance of their Eskimos 
follow Captain Bartlett's course over 
the ice, through Siberia and across 
Bering sea to St. Michael's. 
Captain Bartlett reports that when 
the Karluk was crushed 
in the ice 
there was ample time to transfer sup­ 
plies from the ship to the ice. 
The 
party made camp on the ice which re­ 
mained firm and two parties were sent 
with big sledges to W rangell island, 
IOO miles distant. 
Hie main party fol­ 
lowed a few days later, all reaching 
W rangell island safely. 
Supplies were 
stored and a permanent camp made. 
Captain Bartlett then started across 
the ice with a dog team toward the Si­ 
berian coast, which he reached safely 
over the frozen sea.
